The people of the United States 
are threatened with an almost 
certain tioup of the railways at 
the beginning of the coming 
month. Final instructions have 
been sent out to the railway work- 
ers to stop working, and one of- 
ficial of the employees’ organiza- 
tions says ‘‘only a miracle’’ can 
prevent the thing happening. The 
most likely source of such inter- 
vention is seemingly President 
Harding, who to avert the public 
results of a general shut down, 
may initiate government action to 
keep the wheels turning pending 
further negotiations between the 
companies nud their employees. 
What prospect there is of such ac- 
tion has not yet been indicated 
officially, The course of events 
rather suggests that it is not 
probable unless an outburst of 
public opinion should foree the 
hand of the president. Thus far 
the government has stood aloof 


‘ and left the owners and employees 


of the railways to work out a 
settlement, even -when it has 
seemed altogether probable that 
they would not succeed. A gov- 
ernment order to keen the trains 
moving could hardly be given un- 
less accompanied by provision that 
the existing rates of pay should 
continue in. the interval, and that 
could hardly be required unless 
the loss to the companies was 
made‘up out of the national treas- 
ury. The tax-payers of the re- 
public therefore seem to be in for 
something in the way of costs, 
whatever happens. If the roads 
are kept running under official 
orders they will almost certainly 
have to put up the deficit; while 
if the roads stop the extent of the 
loss and damage to the publie can- 
not be estimated.

The public refuse to buy while 
prices stay at present levels, Deal- 
ers declare they cannot reduce 
prices unless freight ratés come 
down. The railways say they 
cannot meet the existing rates 
unless wages come down, The
